THE LOAN. 
Any one who had attentively studied the finan 


they appeared in the annual balance sheet when p1 





iccounts as 
sented to Par- 


| liament and made up to the close of the year, ought to have 
| been prepared for a very small loan, if any, before the close of the 
financial vear on the 3lst of March. 


In an analysis of that ac- 


count in a recent number, we showed that the revenue had 
| yielded for the three quarters already expired nearly the full 
| proportion calculated upon at the time of the budget, and 
| that the expenaiture was not very seriously in excess. 
| From the two sources, that is, from deficient income, and 
| excess of expenditure, it appeared that even making a 
| very liberal allowance for the unexpired quarter of the 
| year, the entire deficiency could not be estimated to ex- 


ceed from three millions and a half to four millions; and the 
the fair inference therefore was that if an operation of borrowing 
| in any form took place, under present circumstances, it would not 
be to an extent much greater than to cov 
deficiency. 


r such estimated 
[t is true that there are those who think that another 
loan must shortly be made whether we have peace or war, and 
who blame the Chancellor of the Exchequer for not at once making 
the present one large enough to include all his possible requirements 
for the present year. But such persons assume two things, one of 
which is very uncertain, and the other that the Minister should 
make a bargain which would obviously be to the disadvantage 
of the public and to the gain of the contractors. If we are to go 
| on with the war, no doubt we shall require another loan to aid the 
expenditure of 1856-57 to some extent ;—for though it is probable 
| that in that case Parliament would sanction some further increase 
of taxation, yet it is also probable that a portion of the expendi- 
ture would be met by a loan. But surely no Minister would be 
justified in making a large loan for a war expenditure for next 
year, when it is so highly probable that we shall have concluded 
a peace ; and when in that event if he should even require a loan 
he will be able to obtain it upon terms so much more favourable. 
But is it quite certain, that in the event of peace being con- 
eluded at Paris a further loan will be required? This we 
think is fairly a debateable point. No doubt that even though 
peace should be concluded in April, a very large expenditure must 
be incurred during the following six months in bringing home 
the army, and before the establishments can be reduced to 
their permanant position. On the other hand, the expenses of

At whatever sum we assume the extra expenditure of 
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ture that has thus been paid by taxation, and the fact that by 
the Acts of Parliament granting these taxes they must continue 
in full force some time after the conclusion of peace, ‘They con- 
sist of 1, the malt duty; 2, Excise duties on spirits in Ireland 
and Scotland ; 3, Custom duties on tea, sugar, and coffee; 4, 
the property and income tax. 

With regard to the first of these, the malt duty, it will expire 
according to the Act, on the 5th day of July next succeeding the 
ratification of a definite Treaty of Peace. If therefore peace shall 
be concluded in April, it will expire in July next, but inasmuch as 
considerable credits are given upon this duty, the payments into 
the Exchequer will continue much longer. With regard to the 
second, the spirit duties, these are permanent, no provision ex- 
isting for their reduction ; and with regard to the third and fourth 
classes, viz., the Customs duties and the income tax, they expire

only on the “ fifth! day of April which shall first, h ip n after 
“ the expiration of one year from the ratification of a definitive 
“ Treaty of Peace.” Therefore supposing such ratification to take 
place in the course of this summer and after the Sth of April, and 
it cannot be before, then these large branches of additional revenue 
will remain in full force until the 5th of April,-18538—that is for

should reach ten or twelve millions during that period, 
the difference would not be so great but that it could 


in all probability be easily raised in some temporary form, especi- 
ally as th lara revenue of the following six months and the 
vear 1457-58 would be more than sufficient to liquidate such 
te mporary obligations. We have this broad fact to deal with, viz., 
that if peace be now made, we are secured of additional revenue in 
the next two years to the amount of at least 26,000,0002, available 
to meet the emergencies of the moment in winding up the war. 
And it ought not to be difficult with the credit of the Govern- 
ment to render such an income available by anticipation, without 
contracting any further permanent debt, or at all events, toa 
very small amount. 

According to the statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
last night, the exact amount of the deficiency upon the year is 
3,560,0002, so that the loan of 5,000,0002 just contracted will leave 
a surplus of 1,500,0002 towards the expenditure of next year. 
There is little doubt but that the chief pressure for money during 
the next year, should peace be concluded, will be confined to the 
first quart r of the year, and that whatever aid the Government 
may require will be chiefly then felt. The operation how- 
now entered into jointly with the loan of funding 3,000,000/ 
of Exchequer bills, will reduce the actual amount of those securi- 
ties in the hands of the public considerably below the ordu 


ever

sum. It is true there are now floating 23,000,000/ of Exchequer 
bills, but, as it was stated last night, 5,000,0002 are in the hands 
of the Commissioners for the Nationa! Debt, leaving only 18,000,0002 
with the public, including the amount held by the Bank ;—so 


that when 3,000.0002 have been funded, the whole amount in cir- 
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culation will be only 15,000,0007. With this diminished amount, 
it is not improbable that they will, as peace becomes more certain, 
rise to aconsiderable premium at the present high rate of interest, 


Referring to the terms at which this two-fold operation has been 
concluded, the public have certainly a right to be satisfied with 
them. With Consols at 914, the double operation has been ac- 
complished at 90, leaving a margin of 1/ 5s per cent., the smallest, 
we believe, upon which a loan was ever contracted. The only 
inference which is to be drawn from such terms is, that all parties 
entertain great confidence in the success of the negotiations at 
Paris. 

The statement of the Chancellor of the Exchequer last 
in many ways went to prove the truth of that passage in the 
Queen’s Speech at the opening of Parliament, which stated that 
“the resources of the empire were unimpaired.” Jf there has 
been a small in the anticipated revenue, it been 
caused only by accidental and unforeseen causes; and it is shown 
by the I rade which we publish this day for the past 
year, that both in Exports, Imports, and in Shipping, the year 
1855 favourably compares with the most prosperous of 
years.

Chey had every interest in preventing the tranquillity and prog 
sperity of $ States where free institutions of any sort reigned estab- 
lished and secure. Hence their steady aim has been for years to 
foment discord, to prevent progress, to destroy wealth and peace, 
to reduce the freedom of these provinces to a mere harmless name. 
Yet to these tvo Powers the negotiators at Vienna virtually assigned 
the “protection” of that which it is their most stubborn deter- 
mination to harass and destroy. ‘They appointed tw» ravenous 
and resident wolves guordians of the flock; and, to neutralise 
their influence and keep a check on their proceedings, they joined 
with them in the trusteeship two distant dogs, allied indeed to 
the flock by some remote consanguinity and some faint and 
languid sy mpathir ;, but too far off and too busy to inter-

oul diplon itists had erected M ldavia, Wallachia, and Servia 
into three independent but united provinces, in strict alli-

THE TurKIsSH CHRISTIANS.—Here 
the difference between the terms of 1855 and those of 1856, though 
significant, is not perhaps very material. Last year “the immu- 
“ nities of the Rayahs” were to be promised to the Five Christian 
Powers :—this year they are promised to the Three Protestant and 
Catholic Powers ; and Russia, when peace is made, is to be allowed 
to become a fourth recipient of the Sultan’s gracious promise—if she 
please. On this subject we have only one remark to make. Among 
the privileges which, it has been just announced, the Sultan has, 
at the request of the Ambassadors of the friendly Powers, granted 
to his Christian subjects, the principal onc, we apprehend, will turn 
| out to be a double blunder. The Christians have hitherto been 


exempted from military service and have paid a capitation-tax in- 


stead. By the new arrangement they are to be excused the tax, 
but to be subjected to the conscription. ‘The boon thus extracted is 
both a danger and a curse. The Porte has little reason to thank 
its Allies for it; the Christians will certainly not thank their 
“ protectors” for it; and the Allies will have little reason to thank 
their Ambassadors for it—unless, indeed, they have deeper ulterior 
designs than we are willing to suppose. ‘The Christian subjects 
of the Porte detest the idea of military conscription, and willingly 
paid the haratch to escape it. And if it be carried fairly out, the 
troops levied in Turkey in Europe must henceforth be mainly 
Christians—for Christians form the majority of the population :— 
that is, the Turkish armies, whose chief duty may be to watch and 
resist Russia, will be Russia’s co-religionists, long demoralised by 
her intrigues, accustomed to look up to her as their defender and 


future head.

In conclusion. We do not pretend to say that the terms now 
demanded by the Allies and accepted by Russia are in all points 
complete and satisfactory. We have no doubt that more conclu-

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THE TRADE TABLES FOR 1855. 
If the Trade Tables are rather late in making their appearance, 





though they are published this year at precisely the same period 
as last year, their contents are more than usually valuable, A 
note at the beginning informs the public, that the accounts for the 
month have been delayed as usual at the end of the year to afford 
time for the making up of the landing accounts of all cargoes 
properly appertaining to the trade of 1855 ; but other not 8, Justice 
requires us to add, inform us that these accounts are now made up 
to December 31st instead of the 5th of January as formerly, which 
shortens the present year by five days as compared to former 
years, and brings its ter mination five days earlier. Considering the 
great interest attached to the subject—on which complaints have 
reached us—this advancement of the termination of the year should 
have advanced correspondingly the publication of the Tables. 
In their present form they consist of the customary accounts for 
three years of the imports, consumption, exports, and navigation | 
and to them is added an account of the total and gross receipts in 
detail of the Customs and Excise revenues, and of the several 
countries from which grain and meal were imported in 1855, 
They are more complete, therefore, than any annual tables pre- 
viously published within a short period of the end of the year 
They confirm fully the conclusion of our first article a fortnight 
ago, and show not only that the resources of the country are un- 
impaired, but that they are increasing and the people are pros 


perous. 
To take our exports first, as the most concise test of the value 
of trade, the figures in the account are as follows :—

A note, however, informs us that “ the year ended 31st Decem- 
‘ber, 1855, being five working days shorter than the corre- 


‘ sponding period in the previous y« ar, 1,512,7552 might be added 
“to the total of the enumerated articles, and 1,695,275 to the 
“ total of all articles, for the probable exports of the five days not 
‘included in 1855. These additions would make the re¢ spective 
‘“ totals 85,698,3531 and 97,364,654/, instead of 84,185,59=7 and 
“ 95,669,380/, which appear in this account.” ‘Thus, the declared 
value of the exports in 1855 was 179,929/ more than in 1864, 
and only 1,569,126/ less than in 1853, when they jumped up by 
the extraordinary figure of 20,856,927/. The increase is not con- 
siderable, but it is enough, considering the peculiar condition of 
our largest customer all through the year, to justify the best anti- 
cipations for the future. It is spread over a variety of articles, 
but it is most conspicuous in our cotton manufactures. 

In a considerable number of articles there is a decline, and it 
may be as well to refer to them to show the course of our trade, 
and to give some information as to the causes of the decline. The 
decline in 1855 as compared to 1854 is most conspicuous, we 
must therefore state, in bar iron, 1,100,000/, one-fifth of the whole; 
wrought iron, 725,000/, one-third ; pig iron, 160,000, one-eighth ; 
cast iron, 68,0001, one-tenth ; haberdashery and millinery, nearly 
1,000,009/, or more than one-fourth; hardwares and cutlery, 
900,000/, one-fourth (for all which articles Russia is a most insig- 
nificant customer, the decline in the articles being a vast deal 
more than she ever takes of them); woollens entered by the piece, 
715,000/, one-fourth ; entered by the yard, 546,000/, one-sixth ; 
worsted stuffs, 200,000/, one-tenth; woollen stockings, 77,0000, 
more than one third; earthenware, 287,000/, one-sixth; saddlery 
and harness, 103,000/, one-third ; wrought leather, 159,000/, almost 
one-fifth; silk stuffs, handkerchiefs, &c., 135,000/; refined 
sugar, 118,000/, more than one-half; stationery, 122,0001, one- 
sixth. The other articles which have fallen off to some extent are 
alkali, cordage and cables, glass, linen thread and yarn, copper, 
brass, painters’ colours, silk stockings, twist, and yarn, and woollen 
yarn in a minor degree, some of which have not fallen more than 
might be accounted for by the export in the five additional days 
which properly belong to the year. 

In beer, butter, candles, coals, and every branch of the cotton 
manufacture (in which the increase has amounted to 2,600,000%, or 
one-ninth) except lace and patent net and stockings, in linen 
entered by the yard, machinery, copper (both pigs and sheets), in 
tinplates, in linseed and rapeseed oil, in salt, in unenumerated silk 
manufactures, in thrown silk, in soap, in sheep and lambs’ wool, 
in woollen articles entered at value, in woollen and worsted yarn, 
the increase is considerable. 

The decline is chiefly in articles that go principally to our own 
colonies or the United States, and is due to the unfortunate con- 
dition of trade in Australia, and to the partial cessation of railway 
and other enterprise, and to the defective harvest of 1854 m the 
United States. It will be seen by our classified list of exports pu 
lished on the 9th instant, that there was apparently a consider- 
able decline in most of our exports to our North American eolo 
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nies, but this is only an apparent decline, they having received 
latterly a large part of their supplies through the United States, 
to which the exports have fallen off very considerably, and would 
have fallen off more had their imports been confined to their own 
consumption.

counts of the trade of December, which in the valne of exports 
exceeded the trade of the corresponding month of 1854 by 
1,237,431, or, including the unenumerated articles, by 1,470,9692. 


The imports, too, with the exception of coffee, &c., were gencrally 
large, and the trade of Dceember, 1855, was on the whole much 
greater than the trade of December, 1854. 

Our brief notice of the year’s exports would not, however, be 
complete, even in its brevity, were we not to add that of the 
foreign commodities exported in 1855 there was a decline, as com- 
pared to 1854, in cotiee, wheat, East India goods, cotton manu- 
factures of all kinds, in the metals, in silk manufactures of Europe, 
in rice, in refined sugar, thrown silk, in tobacco, wine, and som 
articles of woollen manufactures, and others less important ; while 
there was an increase in barley, oats, and flour, in dyestuffs, 
hides, oils, raw silk (which increased 600,000 lbs in 1854, and 
upwards of 1,000,000 lbs in 1855), in most spices, in tea (which was 
nearly doubled in 1854, and is increased more than one-half in 1855), 
and in wool, which mounted from 11,697,004 lbs in 1853, to 
94,467,284 lbs in 1854,and to 29,412,062 lbs in 18456. Generally 
our transit trade increased considerably, and particularly in ar- 
ticles, such as silk and tea, of great value. 

We are now the end of the second year war; and, 
though we are not furnished with any estimate of the value of 
our imports in 1855 to compare with the value in 1854, the 
quantities of those articles most affected by the war have suffered 
no great diminution, the diminution

to 1854 of almost one-half, and as compared to 1853 of much 
more than one-half. Now, it must be recollected that our own 
harvest in 1853 was small, and the harvests of 1854 and 1855 


were large, and that the deficiency of the foreign imports in the 
two years is in great part due to the abundance of our own crops. 
There can be no doubt that the war has now begun to operate 
seriously against our supply of food, and, were it to continue, 
and should Providence afflict us with a bad harvest, we might be 
somewhat straightened, but our difficulties, whatever they might 
be, would be shared by the whole trading world. At present the 
price of food in the United States, affected in this respect by the 
war only indirectly through our demands, is very nearly or quite 
as high as in England. 

With the present Tables there is an account of the quantity of 
corn imported from different countries, which we shall give next 
week in extenso; but must now state that according to it from 
Russia we imported no wheat in 1855; in 1854 we imported 
906,819 qrs. But in 1854 Sweden is not mentioned as having 
sent us any wheat ; in 1855 she sent us 35,624 qrs, and sent grain 
of all kinds 409,801 qrs. In 1854 Denmark and the Duchies sup- 
plied us with 248,441 qrs of wheat and 872, qrs of grain of all 
kinds. In 1855 Denmark alone is put down as sending us 
313,747 qrs of wheat and 1,025,914 qrs of grain of all kinds; while 
Mecklenburgh, probably included in the return of 1854 amongst 
the Duchies, sent us in 1855 179,573 qrs of wheat and 185,561 
qrsof grain of all kinds. Part of the grain of Northern Russia 
has found its way apparently into the contiguous countries, and 
they have been enabled to send us larger supplies. From Prussia 
we derived a less supply of wheat, 536,123 qrs in 1855 than in 
1854, 672,542 qrs; the diminution being chiefly due to the bad 
harvests in Prussia and in the neighbouring countries. In 1855 
our supplies from Moldavia and Wallachia were almost stopped, 
only 9,830 qrs of wheat having reached us, against 119,504 qrs in 
1854 ; so there was a small decline in the imports from Tur- 
key in 1855, the produce of these countries having in part gone to 
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feed the allied armies in the East, ar part having been inter- 
cept d by the war Fro Eeypt in 1855 we derived 437.241 
qrs. of wheat rainst 302,! q in 1854.

THE FARMING OF BUCKINGHAMSHIRE. 
AMONGST the most practically useful papers which appear in the 
“Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society,” are the Reports on 








the farming of different counties, for which prizes have been 
awarded by the Society. In the number (XXXVI.), just published 
of the Journal we havea report on the “ Farming of Buckingham- 


The 


shire,” which offers several points of general interest. re- 
porter, Mr C. 8. Read, lately received the Society’s prize for his 


report on the “ Farming of Oxfordshire”; and as the two counties 
have much in common, the details in which many of these reports 
abound are somewhat curtailed by a reference to the Oxfordshire 
report. The points to which we would chiefly direct attention 
are the vast waste of property arising from the mismanagement 
on the part of the proprietors, and the consequent want of enter- 
prise amongst the tenant-farmers; and the origin of these evils 
as indicated by the present report. Such are the real uses of these 
reports. As complete statistical reports they are deficient, and they 
all indicate that they are competing for the prize of a Socic ty, in 
whose council the landlord element is most preponderant. 

“Buckinghamshire is a midland county, bounded by Hertford- 
shire, Bedfordshire, Oxfordshire, and Northamtonshire, containing 


466,932 acres, and Ga ans) a population 163,723. In 1801 the

population was 108,152, being an increase of 51 per cent. in 50 


years. South of the ct county there isa tract of gravelly loam, in 
places becoming clay on the plastic clay formation. This tract 
surrounds Maidenhead, Burham, Datchet, and Farnham, and is 
on the whole well cultivated. Fine Chidham wheats are grown 
here. Next is the chalk district, forming the Chiltern Hills, and 
occupying a considerable portion of the south of the county. From 
Uxbridge te Wendover it reaches nearly 20 miles. 


Passing the chalk hills there is

of beech woods and sheepwalks. 


a belt of green sand formation and lower chalk, which consists of 


strong and tenacious land, chiefly in arable cultivation ; followed 
by gault clay, which is succeeded by the great clay district of 
Buckinghamshire, which comprises more than half ‘the county. 
With the geological distinctions of this district weshall not stop to 
deal ; but, agricultura lly, the clay district varies in quality from 
the rich grazing land of Aylesbury Vale to the poor dairy farms 
from Marsh Gibbon to Winslow and Bletchle ‘y. In the extreme 
north of the county is an oolite tract, on which “the agricul- 
ture, like its southern portion, presents a pleasing appearance,” 
attributable to “an improvable soil and an industrious tenantry.” 
Of the light arable districts there is ion requiring special 
notice, save that the systems pursued gener ally are not good. 
Strong land is more characteristic of the county. These, when 
arable’ and ae are often cultivated on a three course rota- 
tion, viz., 1st fallow, 2nd wheat, 3rd beans, varied oc casionally 
by a clover crop. Most of the fields lie in large high-backed lands, 
so that they are never cross ploughed. The first Pploug ghing fora 
summer fallow is usually given in May, all the benefits of a rough 
winter fallow having been lost, and the couch having obtaincd 
complete possession “of the land. Grass land occupies at least 
four-tenths of the country, and is of three kinds:—the rich grazing 
lands of the Vale of Aylesbury ; ; the dairy land, including a large 
breadth of cold clay pastures; and alluvial meadows on the bor- 
ders of the various streams. The best grazing lands are never 
mown, but stocked with heavy bullocks in May, most of which 
are sold off fat by October, a few being st: ulled for six or eight 
weeks before Christmas. There are about 10,000 acres in the Vale 
of Aylesbury which will fatten a bullock and a she ‘ep to the aere 
and some of them attain great weight. ‘Those w hich not bei ing 
finished off at grass are tied are fed most extrava gantly. They 
receive hay and eilcake. “The quantity of cake given to these 
large cattle is really wonderful, 6 cakes or 18 lbs per day being a 
common allowance, and some insti mec occurred in which 
an ox has eaten fifteen cakes per day.” This will show why the 
grass graziers are unable to compete ‘successfully with farmers who 
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graze cattle on arable farms. After Christmas there is scarcely 
a fat bullock to be found in Buckinghamshire. Butter, however, 
is the staple commodity of the county , 12,000 acres being estimated 
as devoted to the dairy ; 30,000 cows are kept, and 2,630 tons of 
butter are produced in the year. A certain number of sheep are 
kept on the dairy land, and vast numbers of pigs are fed chiefly 
on milk. Nor must the trade in Aylesbury ducks be omitted ; 
800,000 of these being reared in the county. 

The land is generally ploughed with four or five horses moving 
at the slowest possible rate. L ittle manure is made; and on the 
dairy farms the cattle have scarcely any shelter. Though great 
part of the land is very wet—so much so that in some seasons con- 
siderable losses are sustained from the rot in sheep—there is very 
cme draining done; and with exception of Sir Harry Verney’s 

tate at Claydon, no Buckinghamshire prope rty has been drained 
by a Government loan. F arming is perfectly stagnant ; nor will 
that be matter of sur prise when we see how little the proprietors 
have done. Throughout the county farm-buildings are bad, badly 
placed, and ill- arranged. “Barns, of which there are more than 

enough, in conjunction with other buildings, generally form the out- 
side of an irregular space called the y vard, and perhaps the only shed 
that opens into this yard is the waggon hovel! Stone is p! lentiful 
in some districts, but farm- buildings i in the south are boarded and 
thatched, and even in the Vale of Aylesbury, where hardly any 
straw is grown—-certainly not so much as is wanted for the cattle 
—these buildings are also thatched.” 





When referring to “improvements required,” Mr Read says 
“ considerable improvements have been made in the farming of 
Buckinghamshire since the report (to the B yard of Agriculture) 
in 1809, especially during the last ten years. That is, since the re- 
peal of the corn laws. Still the progress is not great ; far less than 
in most other counties. Yet Buckinghamshire contains that 
variety of soils which has been assigned as a main cause of the 
improvement of some other counties. There are chalks, clays, 
rocks, sands, gravels, loams, fertile pastures, cold grass lands, 
flood meadows, and heaths. Why is there not the same 
amount of progress in other counties thus favoured in 
soil and climate? The prize essay supplies the answer. “ There 
is but one real answer; in one county the tenant has security for 
his capital; in the other (Bucks) comparatively none. Where- 
ever great progress in agricult ure has been made, there security 
tothe tenant (in . shape) ) exists. As the rule seems almost 
without any exception, it is singular that almost every probable 
and improbable cause should be thought of and discussed before 
the real one is mentioned.” A cause of improvement mentioned 
“the almost total destruction of game.” The breaking up of 
the Duke of Buckinghi um’s vast and ill-managed estate has resulted 
farming interest. ‘ When that ducal estate 
since then 
hardly a te nant has to complain of any injury he has sustained 
from game.” Vast improvements are sti llrequired in the county. 
“Security of aan, proper farm-buildings for the shelter of 
stock and manufacture of manure, draining, field roads, and better 
management of clay soils, may be considered among the most 
prominent.” ‘The inferior pasture when properly dr: ained ought 
to be converted into arable land. One farm in Lavendon parish 
is mentioned, which was not long since a mere dairy farm, has 
been let on a 21 years’ lease to an enterprising tenant, and, some 
portion of it having been broken up, now produces 6 quarters of 
wheat, 10 of oats, and 5 of beans to the acre, and “as much stock 
is kept on the farm as formerly” when it was wholly devoted to 
stock keeping. Yet there is some land now ploughed which 
would be better in ¢ Some ploughed land there should be to 
every farm, but on the clays of moderate fertility, one-fifth of 
arable would be a fair proportion. But the management of — 
grass land is most unsatisfactory, “ There are those stiff wet 
clays without proper ditches, water furrows, or under-drains to 
carry off the surplus water. Some fields are constantly mown and 
supplied now and then with a slight dressing of manure; the 
others are always fed, but the droppings of the cattle are never 
spread about ; and though they can produce nothing after Novem- 
ber, the grass land is poached by the cows all the winter long. 
No. course of management can be as worse than this, and 
nothing but a considerable expenditure and different treatment 
will make these poor dairy farms more profitable. They certainly 
are nothighly rented, and yet thereis no improvement or prosperity.” 
Draining improves such land wonderfully, but neither landlords 
or tenants are willing or able to effect that improvement ; hence 
such farms hay ° actu lly deteriorated during the last fifty years. 
Buildings for sheltering the stock which now stands starving in 
wet and cold throughout the winter, are much wanted, yet no 
Buckinghamshire landlord thinks of building. The only hope for 
this fine county seems to be that the estates, like those of the 
Duke of Buckingham, should to fresh hands; should be 
‘d by men to regard land as property, and in a rational 
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and commercial spirit will devote to its improvement the needful |

| sponding week of last year. The highest temperature was 54'0 deg., and 
occurred on Thursday (the 14th). On Saturday the thermometer fell to 
| 36°3 deg., the range of temperature during the week being 17°7 deg. The 
mean temperature of the water of the Thames was 46°3 deg. On several 
days the air is described by the observer to be impregnated with consi- 
derable moisture, the mean dew-point temperature Leing 44°4 deg., and 
the difference between this and the mean air temperature only 2°6 deg.

our rivers and harbour shall be removed by a more genial atmosphere, 
can we reasonably expect to witness renewed activity throughout the 
various departments of trade and commerce. Many inward-bound 
vessels have been detained by the extreme inclemency of the weather, 
and those that have arrived experienced great difficulty in reaching their 
berths, if they have reached them st all. A large fleet ready for sea has 
also been detained from like cause. The winter of 1856 will long be 
memorable as one of multiplied disasters by sea and land, and loss of life. 
Communication with the interior continues to be very much impeded by 
the immense quantities of snow and ice, and the purchases of Western 
and Southern merchants, in this market, are in consequence delayed to 
a later periodthan usual. The earnings of the leading railroads during 
the past month have been much smaller than usual, while the running 
expenses have been unprecedentedly large—in some instances exceeding 
the receipts, it is said.” All that intelligence is important, as it affects 
and will affect our markets. 

The money market of New York was well supplied with capital, and 
mercantile paper of a high grade was discounted at 8 to 10 per cent. 
for short, and 12 per cent. for long dates. On call, 6 to 7 per cent. was 
given. An easier money market was anticipated; but there was a 
scarcity of bills on England, from the Northern mails being stopped, 
and other causes, which led to exportation by the Africa of specie to the 
amount of 303,000 dols.

The late panic in the corn 
trade has disarranged the ideas and calculations of those concerned in 
importing. Orders are countermanded. Sales are forced at low and 
unremunerating prices, in the expectation of being replaced at less 
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remunerative, and so long as they can, they will, no doubt, as a body 
bring all they have to market.” 

It is a somewhat singular fact—and which frequently acts most pre- 
judical to their interests—that our own growers too frequently, whenever 
there is anything like a falling off in home supplies, entertain the opinion 
that we shall have famine and with it famine prices. This is a great 
fallacy ; and they may depend upon it that a great commercial country 
like this can never be actually in want of food. 

The Irish and Scotch markets have exhibited more firmness, and prices 
have been well supported. The transactions, however, have been re- 
stricted. To England the shipments have fallen off, although it is 
admitted that a large quantity of produce has yet to be forwarded. 

The actual advance realised for wheat in our market, on Monday, was 
1s to 2s per quarter. Since that day, the arrivals have been moderate, 
and both on Wednesday and to-day the demand for most kinds has ruled 
steady, at full prices. Foreign wheat, the imports of which have been 
very moderate, has moved off slowly. Importers, however, have been 
firm, and the quotations generally have been well supported. 

Floating cargoes have been tolerably firm, considering the extent of 
the arrivals off the coast. 

Fine barley has changed hands somewhat firmly, at very full prices. 
Grinding and distilling sorts have sold on former terms. 
very dull, but not cheaper. 

There has been a fair demand for oats, but the influx of over 18,000 
quarters from abroad has checked the upward movement in price-
